WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 
7.—At the 
opening of the senate session today 
Mr. Hawley, of Connecticut, chair- 
man of the military affairs commit- 
tee, introduced a bill for the reor- 
ganization of the regular army. 


Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts, se- 
cured the adoption of a resolution 
that a committee of seven senators 
be appointed to whom shall be re- 
ferred that part of the president's 
message which relates to the cele- 
bration of the centennial of the city 
of Washingtoh as capital of the 
United States. 


At 13:10 p. m., on motion of Mr. 
Lodge, the senate went into execu- 
tive session. 


The senate then had a long debate 
upon the subject of confirmation of 
the Hawaiian commissioners. 
The 
debate was started 
by 
Senator 
Hoar, who made a vigorous protest 
against the practice of appointing 
senators upon such a commission. 


The matter of appointing senators 
on commissions was approved by 
Senators Piatt, of Connecticut, and 
Morgan, who claimed there was 
nothing inconsistent iu so doing. 


The debate then became some- 
what general and the constitutional 
prerogatives of the president and 
the acts of the senate were discussed 
at length. 


THE HOUSE. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The bill to 
carry into effect the recommenda- 
tions of the international American 
conference by the incorporation of 
the International American bank at 
the last session had been made a 
special order, but in the absence of 
Mr, Hill, of Connecticut, who had 
charge of the measure, Mr. Walker, 
republican, of Massachusetts, chair- 
man of the committee on banking 
and currency, asked to carry it over 
for one week without prejudice. 


There was no objection and it 
was so ordered. 


The resignation of Warren B. 
Hooker, of New York, who has ac- 
cepted a position in New York was 
laid before the house. 
Mr. Payne, 
republican, of New York, asked 
unanimous consent to consider the 
senate bill to amend the laws relat- 
ing to American seamen, but Mr. 
Hepburn, republican, of Iowa, de- 
manded the regular order. 
This 
was the call of committees. 
The 
first committee called was the com- 
mittee on inter-state commerce and 
Mr. Hepburn called up the anti- 
scalping bill. 


Mr. Hepburn offered to make an 
arrangement regarding the time to 
be occupied in debate of the bill. 
Mr. White, republican, of Illinois, 
said there was no opposition to the 
measure. 


Mr, Adamson, democrat, of South 
Carolina, had the minority report 
read. 
Mr. Bland, democrat, 
of 
Missouri, said he desired to raise 
the question of consideration, but 
the speaker announced that it was 
too late. 
Mr. Bland said that an 
important bill like this should be 
debated at length and he objected 
to the offer of an hour on a side. 


All efforts to effect an agreement 
as to the time failed and Mr. Hep- 
bum was thereupon recognized for 
an hour. 
He yielded to Mr. Sher- 
man, republican, of New York, who 
explained that the bill was very 
similar to the one passed by the 
house during the last 
congress. 
Thè changes were mainly restrictive 
upon corporations. 


THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The senate 
committee on the Nicaragua canal 
today decided upon some changes in 
the bill for the construction of the 
oanal and authorized Senator Mor- 
gan to press the matter to an early 
consideration. 
The most important 
change znade is one leaving to the 
president to decide whether 
the 
bonds of the government shall be 
issued to aid the construction of 
the canal or the 
proceeds 
of 
the sale of the shares shall be 
devoted to that purpose. 
The bill 
as now to be reported leaves the de- 
tails of the oonstmction in the 
hands of the maritime - committee 
as before, and will contain a special 
provision limiting the amount of 
cash in the United States treasury 
that may be devoted to its use to 
$5,000.000, 
Senator Morgan was 
authorized to make a new report 
on the bill in the change» and giv- 
ing much historical data concerning 
the enterprise. 


HEROES PROMOTED. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The presi- 
dent today sent, among 
others, 
these nominations to the senate : 


To be Major Generals—Brig. Gen. 
Guy V, Henry, United States army ; 
Brig Gen. Leonard Wood, United 
Stafes volunteers. 


The nominations also name offi- 
cers of the navy for advancement 
for eminent and conspicuoas con- 
duct in'battle, among Ihopi being 
Bear Admirals Sampson sud Bohley 
and officers who fought in the Span* 
Uh wftr. It also incmdM the list of 


officers of the marine corps who 
were brovetted and advanced, as 
well as regular promotions in the 
navy which have heretofore been 
published. 


BEITONS DISAPPOINTED. 


LONDON, Dec. 7.—^The afternoon 
newspapers today take a gloomy 
view of Secretary Gage's report. 
The Westminster Gazette's remarks 
on the subject are a fair sample of 
the comment in general. 
It says: 
"Secretary Gage's program, 
if 
carried out, will be a real disap- 
pointment to Great Britain, for it 
cuts away the practical grounds for 
co-operation in colonial enterprise 
between the two countries where 
territory has been annexed 
and 
limits any joint effort in Cuba and 
the Philippines. 
The 
American 
status is undermined.''

American Colleges Will Educate 
Them. 


General 
Wheeler'« Susgefatlon Is 
Being: 
Acted on by Many I^eadlng Institu- 
tions. 


N E W YORK, Dec. 7.—The Cuban 
International 
association 
of 
the 
United States has been organized 
for the purpose of accepting and 
carrying out the offers made by the 
American colleges in response to 
General Wheeler's suggestion that 
the colleges should each give free 
tuition to two or more reputable 
Cubans. 


The association announces today 
that the responses received from 
Cubans desiring to accept 
these 
offers are numerous, but that all of 
them now being considered include 
young Cubans who can pay their 
own board and incidental expenses. 
No young men will be allotted who 
do not promise to make their home 
in Cuba after their education in the 
United States. 


Testimonial as to good character 
will be required from each student. 
It is hoped that the academies will 
follow the lead of the colleges and 
grant free tuition scholarships to 
proper 
candidates. 
The cost of 
board and incidentals for young 
Cubans in the educational institu- 
tions in the United States will vary 
from $100 to $250 per annum. 


The association makes an appeal 
for funds for the maintenance of 
Cuban students who are unable to 
support themselves and announces 
that the following have agreea to 
receive subscriptions:

Work of Peace Commissions is 


Abont Ended. 


Treaty Ready for Signature by 


Saturday. 


Spaniards Have Become Anxious 


to Get Away. 


The Main Points of the Treaty Have Been 


Settled and Only Smaller Details 


Remain. 


PARIS, Dec. 7.—There was 
no 
joint session of the peace commis- 
sioners today, as the Spaniards are 
still occupied in translating 
the 
Americans' answer to their pro- 
posals in regard to the status of 
Spanish subjects in the territories. 
As already cabled, the eight princi- 
pal articles of the treaty are settled 
and all that remains for the com- 
missioners to attend to is the settle- 
ment of the minor points of the 
treaty. The latter will probably be 
signed on Saturday next, for the 
Spaniards are as anxious as the 
Americans to finish the work in 
hand. 
Secretary Ojeda, of 
the 
Spanish commission, said today : 


"It is very hard for us to remain 
here haggling over details, since the 
main points have been settled and 
we have been obliged to relinquish 
our colonies. 


"All the work will be finished this 
week. The commercial treaty be- 
tween the United States and Spain 
will be negotiated upon the re-es- 
tablishment of diplomatic relations, 
and the question of Spanish ships 
and products in Cuba and Porto 
Rico will be included therein." 


AWAITING SENTENCE. 


Bank 
Wrecker Marsh Enters 
Plea of Guilty. 


Arraigned 
in 
Pliiladelphla—EIxtenuatlnK 
Clrcuinstancett Urged in His 
B<Iialf. 


PHILADELPHIA, 
Dec. 
7.—Gideon 
W. Marsh, president of the Key- 
stone National bank, which failed 
in March, 1891, was arraigned in 
the district court today, and pleaded 
guilty to indictments charging the 
misapplication of funds of the in- 
stitution, and the making of false 
reports of the bank's condition to 
the comptroller of the currency. 
Sentence was deferred. 


It 
will be 
remembered 
that 
Marsh disappeared in May, 1891, 
his bail of $-¿00,000 being forfeited, 
and that he was a fugitive from 
justice until November 3rd last, 
when he returned to the city and 
voluntarily 
surrendered 
to 
the 
court. 
William 
Steele, 
former 
cashier of the wrecked Chestnut 
Street National bank, was also ar- 
raigned there, and 
pleaded 
not 
guilty to an indictment charging 
him with aiding and abetting Presi- 
dent William Singerly (QOW de- 
ceased) in the misappropriation of 
the funds of the institution. 


After Marsh had entered his plea 
of guilty his counsel secured the 
court's permission to 
present a 
statement of Lis client, which was 
to show extenuating circumstances 
in connection with the commission 
of the acts to which he had pleaded 
guilty. 


Counsel informed the court that 
this statement would show that 
after Mr. Marsh had assumed the 
presidency of the bank he found 
that there was a deficiency in the 
bank of over a million dollars. 
He 
had no doubt erred in covering this 
deficiency, bat the load was too 
much for the bank to carry and 
finally resulted in its failure. 


Counsel said the defendant never 
profitted $1 through the 
bank's 
losses and that when he fled over 
seven years ago he had not with 
him $1 of the bank's money. 


The court dismissed the matter by 
informing counsel that he would re- 
mand the prisoner until Tuesday 
next, when he would impose sen- 
tence after hearing counsel's plea. 
He, however, would consider this, 
case an exception and would not go 
into an investigation of the bank's 
affairs. 


He would merely listen to coun- 
sel's statement relative to defend- 
ant's accoúnts with the object of de- 
termining the extent of punishment 
to be imposed. 


TREATY IB DRAFTED. 


PARIS, Dec. 6—The peace of Paris 
is practically an accomplished fact. 
When the 
peace 
commissioners 
emerged from the foreign oifiee last 
evening after a long session. Judge 
Day, president of the American 
commissioa, announced that all dis- 
putes of any importance had been 
settled and that the treaty would 
be signed in three or four days. 


Yesterday's session disposed of 
the essential features of the treaty, 
which will be embodied in the fol- 
lowing eight articles: 


1. The customary 
preface 
of 
treaties, in the nature of an expres- 
sion of amity and of hope for per- 
petual peace. 


2. The relinquishment by Spain of 
her sovereignty over Cuba. 


3. The withdrawal of the Spanish 
troops. 


4. The relinquishment by Spain of 
her sovereignty over Porto Rico. 


5. Spain's cession of the Philip- 
pines. 


6. The withdrawal of the Spanish 
troops there. 


7. Payment by tha United States 
of $20,000,000 for the Philippines. 


8. Theprovisicm for the 
"open 
door" commerciiJ 
policy to the 
Philippines. 


COMPLETE IN EVERY DETAIL. 


The rough dijaft of the treaty 
which may be cpi^ijdeçahly dianged 
covers the p r o p y l s . 
It makes a 
long 
document,' which 
Senator 
Cushman K. DaMs, of the United 
States peace eonimission, says will 
be found one of ^ e most interest- 
ing papers in ^ 
character ever 
written. 
So conlpletely are the de 
tails of the evacuation of the Philip 
pines stipulated âiat a commission 
such as arranged for the Spanish 
withdrawl fromi the West Indies 
will be unnecessG^. 


Among the quêtions not yet set- 
tled, however, aib the coaling sta- 
tion and religiouè freedom in the 
Carolines, the Sj^anish commission 
not having replied io the American 
offer. The Ame^qans have agreed 
to transport the ¡^anish prisoners 
home, including 
garrison and 
sailors at Manila captured by Ad- 
miral Dewey and .General Merritt, 
as well as the soldiers and civilians 
held by the Filipinos, whose return 
the Americans have guaranteed. 


As compensation-Spain promises 
to liberate all Cuban, Porto Rican 
and Philippine political prisoners. 
Spanish soldiers electing to remain 
in the colonies may do so, but it is 
more a matter of economy for the 
Americans to return the others, as 
they must be fed as long as they are 
kept and Spain is unable to bear the 
expense of repatriation. 


AGREE ON PBOGRAM. 


Republicans Map Out Work for 
Congress. 


The A ppropriatlon Bills to be Given Right 
ofWay—Speaker Reed Confers With 
Parcy Leaders. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Republican 
leaders in the house have practically 
agreed upon a program for the win- 
ter. They are opposed to the idea 
of attempting to pass any general 
legislation this session. They think 
that all the time until March 4th 
will be required for the passage of 
the regular appropriation bills, in- 
cluding a river and harbor bill. 
They are also opposed to an extra 
session of congress next spring. 


Speaker Reed has held conferences 
during the past twenty-eight hours 
with his active lieutenants, Dingley, 
Dalzell, Payne, Cannon, Henderson, 
Hitt and Hopkins, 
As a result 
it 
has been decided to give the appro- 
priation bills the right of way over 
all other legislation. 


Speaker Reed Will do everything 
in his power to prevent an extra 
session. He visited the white house 
and had a brief conference with the 
president. 
It is stated on good au- 
thority that Mr. 
McKinley 
has 
agreed with the speaker to avoid 
the necessity for an extra session if 
it can possibly be done. 


SOME URGE EXTRA SESSION, 


Some of the western representa- 
tives urge that an extra session 
should be held for the purpose of 
considering 
financial 
legislation. 
Among those who are in favor of 
currency reform at an early day are 
Overstreet and Landis, of Indiana ; 
Lorimer, of Illinois, and William 
Alden Smith, of Michigan, 
Mr, 
Smith said there ought to be an 
extra session 
of congress 
next 
spring to ba devoted exclusively to 
the work of reforming the cur- 
rency. 


SENATE IS IN DOUBT. 


A canvass of the senate has been 
made to see whether or not the 
peace treaty can be ratified during 
the present session. 
President Mc- 
Kinley thinks the treaty will be 
concluded before the holidays and 
he will lay it before the senate im- 
mediately, unless there is a pros- 
pect that it will be rejected. 


The result of the canvass which 
was made by administration sena- 
tors shows that fifty votes can be 
depended upon for ratification. This 
is only ten short ¿f the number re- 
quired and fourteen senators are 
classed as doubtful. 
Of the 
fifty 
senators counisd as favoring the 
treaty thirty-nine are republicans, 
four are democrats, three are popu- 
lists and four are silver republicans. 


The democrats who are expected 
to vote for ratification are Gray, 
Lindsay, Morgim and Pettus. 
Hale 
and Morrill are the only republicans 
who are counted against the treaty. 
Hoar, Wellington and Spooner be- 
ing put in the doubtful list. 
It is 
remembered that during the last 
session Senator Hoar made a speech 
against the annexation of Hawaii, 
but afterward voted for the New- 
lands resoluticm. 
Of the fourteen 
doubtful senators, eight are demo- 
crats, namely. Mills, Daniels, Mar- 
tin, Money, Rawlins, Kenney, Mc- 
Laurin and Sullivan. 
Senators Al- 
len, Jones, of Nevada, and Harris, 
of Kansas, are also regarded as 
doubtful.

The wifebeater is Frank 
Oldfield, who weighs 170 pounds, 
and was brought from Plymouth 
by a constable. 
"You've been up 
for 
beating your wife a dozen 
times," said. the alderman, when 
Oldfield appeared. The latter said 
it was a few ihore times. 


"Well,"said Donohtta, "It won't

happen again if I can help 
it 
There's only one way to deal with 
such cattle." 


Oldfield was compelled to take off 
his coat, and the alderman took off 
his coat and cuffs. Then he pulled 
Oldfield out of the prisoner's pen 
sen^' two constables to keep the 
doors shut, cautioned the specta 
tors to remain quiet and then told 
Oldfield to defend himself. 


Donohue opened the battle by 
knocking Oldfield down 
with 
right-hand 
blow in the face. The 
prisoner arose and tried to take re- 
venge, but the alderman 
rained 
blows on him with precision and 
force. 


Twice more Oldfield went down, 
but arose. 
Finally he clinched, 
only to be, thrown heavily. 
Then 
he rushed for the door, 
but the 
cheering spectators threw him back. 
He clinched again, and both men 
fell. 
Donohue got on top, and, 
ignoring all ring rules, punched the 
prisoner until he promised never to 
beat his wife again. 


"Now, go home," panted Dono- 
hue, "and behave yourself like a 
man." 


As Donohue resumed his coat, 
another wifebeater, 
David Row- 
lands, cowered in the prisoner's 
pen. 
The alderman asked him if 
the object lesson was not a good 
one. Rowlands agreed tremulously 
and was discharged. 
LA MAFIAS'AGENT. 


Francisco Di Frauchi Shot Dead 
iu San Francisco. 


Is Said to Have Participated iu the Society's 
Bloody Work in New Or- 
leani<. 


SAN 
FRANCISCO, Dec, 
7.—Fran- 
cisco Di Franchi, who was shot 
dead by Antonio Rosso, after a 
saloon quarrel on Sunday night, is 
said to have been agent of the mur- 
derous La Mafia society. 
It is said 
that Dominio Parie dreaded death 
at Di Franchi's hands. 
The latter 
had tiursued him from New Orleans 
to Chicago and thence here. 
Parie 
left San Francisco last July before 
Di Franchi arrived. 
He is in Chi- 
cago and is expected back here now 
that his enemy is dead. 


Di Franchi, it is said, left San 
Francisco eight years ago, after 
serving a sentence for assault on a 
woman. 
In New Orleans he fought 
with Francisco Santro and the latter 
shot him in the leg. 


In New Orleans Di Franchi fig- 
ured, it is said, in the Mafia mur- 
ders, which culminated in the kill- 
ing of Chief of Police Hennessey 
and the lynching of several Italians, 
In Denver Di Franchi came in 
conflict with the police and was ex- 
pelled. 
He then wandered to this 
city, where he met his death.
